The French have jult offered the following terms of peace 
to our Court: 

To cede to us all their poffeffions-on the continent of Tis 


’ dia; to reftore Dominica, and-to receive St Lucia in retain; 


that America thal] be independent, and the Houfe of Bour- 
bon enjoy an exclyfive trade, with that continent for twenty 
ears. 

The infult of this offer, and bare mention of fuch humi- 
liating terms, furnifh too triking 2 comment on our prefent 
fallen fituation, to silow a word in aggravation of our mif- 
fortunes—Every Englifh heart revolts at the idea, and pants 
for an opportunity of refenting the indignity as it deferves ; 
but let’us reflect, and refle& with grief and indignation, that 
bad and difgraceful as thefe terms are, if the very men who 
are the authors Of our diitrefs, are to continue to dire&t our 
councils, every hour will give freth feope for more mortify- 
ing infults, the affairs of the country will be -patt retrival, 
and we’ fhall be compelled’ to wind up this wretched, inglo- 
rious war with a hill nore ignomivious treaty. 

It has been for fome time paft confidently reported among 
the firft circles in the kingdom, that there is a€tually for- 
med and eftablifhed'a mol powerful league among fome of 
the greate(t potentates in Europe, which if it fucceeds in the 
object it has in view, will very much contribute to the per- 
manent peace and tranguility of Europe. “The plan was 
projected by the King of Pruffia, — It was the object of his 
journey to’ Ruffia, Tt was the object of the Emperor’s jour- 
ney, and it is faid that Britain has been invited to accede to 
the leagde. By this great fcheme, France would be depri- 
ved of that alliance which enables her fo often to dilturb the 
peace of Europe. Germany would be refcved from the de- 
valtations of war, and fuch barriers would be eftablithed to 
the defence of every fate, as would rid.us at leatt from thofe 


- fuddert commotionsto which ambition and difenfion fo fre~ 


quently give rife. “This perhaps may be the final object al- 
fo of the naval confederacy. :
